The delegation of German-American citi- 
zens present applauded Mr. Goidzier hearti- 
ly, and Mr. Rosenthal, rising again to a point 
of order, asked that no applause be allowed. 
He was overruled by the Chair. 

Mr. Halle, speaking in support of the 
0 fads. said: 

Mr. Badenoch wants to make our

Music, draw- 
ing, and some other studies are excellent 
things. But we can't put all good things in 
our schools. Our school system is not what it 
should be. No one will deny that there are 
not more than 50 per cent of the teachers now 
employed who are competent. I believe that 
the German language is a good thing when we 
get ready for it, but we are not yet ready and 
therefore I am against it. 5 

Mrs. Young was then called upon to give 
her views on the study of German. She said 
that Saturday, before lea vmg town, Mr. Lane 
said he was willing to have German taken out 
of the primary grades. For herself, she said, 
she indorsed the views previously expressed as 
to the desirability of German, but did not 
think it should be part of the public school 
system. In the primary grades it caused 
great confusion and was a drawback. In the 
higher grades there was not so much trouble

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nen He Left Several People in This 
City Grieyed—D. K. Tolman gays He 
Will Give $500 for Accurate Infor- 
mation of His Present Whereabouts— 
The Banker Interested to the. Extent 
of $3,100—The Hibernian Bank Had 
$1,800 at Stake, but Has Been Secured. 
R. P. Bates, who disappeared from Chicago 
Oct, 14, 1892, leaving alleged debts and for- 
geries behind to the amount of $20,000, is 
said to be in hiding in San Francisea, A few 
days before his disappearance he presented a 


draft for $3,100 to the Chicago Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank and obtained payment upon it. The 


draft was afterwards found to be a forgery. 
In the same way he is said to have victimized 
the Hibernian National Bank of $1,800, but 


this check is said tohave been made pees by 


his brother. 

There are many who believe that Hates was 
insane when he signed these drafts and checks, 
and that he was made a tool of by a man 


named Clark, who was a clerk for C. M. Lin 


ington & Co, and who disappeared at the 
same time. 

D. H. Tolman, President of the Chicago 
Trust and Savings Bank, yesterday said: “I 
will give $500 to anybody who will find Bates 
for me. He got into me for $3,100 with 
a forged draft. Bates did business 
in this bank for ix or. seven 


years, and 1 is his fault thet Iwas nds. made 
to suffer to the extent of $15,000 or $20,000. 
He always stood up to the mark. Thetransac- 


tion which cost me . 100 involved a New York . 


draft which was issued to C. M. Linington & 
Co. by the First National Bank. Linmgton 
had a clerk named Clark who was a great 
friend of Bates. Clark, instead of senfling the 
draft to New York to pay one of Linington’s 
bills, the purpose for which it was bought, 
turned it over to Bates, He brought it in 
here, indorsed to his order by the payee, and 
I cashed it. . 
The Indorsement a Forgery. 


In a few days I received notice fram New 
York that the indorsement was a forgéry. The 
proper affidavits came along in due time and 
we had to pay the money. 

“Bates disappeared Oct. 14, 1803. We 
looked him up and found out lots of things 
about him. He borrowed money ftom his 
friends, Brosseau Norton and William Sey- 
mour, and others and pever paid it, and they

“The Hibernian Bank reported its loss to 
the police, and Mayor Washburne, whose rela- 
tions with that institution are known, made 
a personal matter of it. He 
caused the police to be stirred 
up in every city’ in the country. We were 
visited by officers and told to be reassurea— 
Bates would be caught. The earth wasn’t big 
enought to conseal him. That was in October, 
1892. I don’t know whether the police are 
still looking for him, but I repeat that I will 
give 3500 to whoever will tell me where he 
cah be found. I would like to see his friend 
Clark also.” 

Its Loss Made Good. 

C. F. Clarke, Vice-President of the | Hiber- 
nian Bank, says that Bates got $1,800 from 
-that bank on a forged draft five or six months 
ago. 

Bates came to the bank with a drat made 
payable to 4 New York firm,” said Mr. Clarke 
yesterday. He had been one of our custom- 
ers for six or seven years and was well con- 
nected in the city and we did rot hesitate to 
accept the paper. He indorsed it and. depos- 
ited it with us. Later the draft was sent to 
New York and about four weeks afterward it 
was returned as a forgery. The 
paper has since passed out of our 
hands, so that I cannot tell you to whom it 
was made payable or by whom it was in- 
dorsed besides Bates. We did not charge that 
Bates committed the forgery. We simply 
held him responsible for his indorsement. 
The bank was out $1,800, but we did not worry 
about that for the reason that we obtained a 
prectical assurance that our loss would be 
made good. Just how I do not care to say, 
but I may say positively that we are gure of 
our money.’ 

Mr. Clark virtually acknowledged that 
though the bank officials had been unable to 
locate Bates some of his friends or relatives 
had, and the inference Mr. Clarke allowed to 
be drawn from bis words was that these had 
made overtures to the bank. 

The police say that the reason neither Bates 
nor Clark has 
somewhat singular fact that D. H. Tolman 
has never officially notified the police of his 
loss by Bates’ alleged forgery nor has he 
taken out warrants for the arrest of Clark and 
Bates. 

The Hibernian Bank both notified ‘the po- 
lice and took out warrants, but before they 
were served it is said that a brother of Bates, 
who is Prosecuting Attorney of Bennington, 
Vt., gave his personal indorsement to the 
check in question, thereby guaranteeing the 
bank against loss. 

Dropped the Case. 


As the bank officials had not chargett that 
Bates had committed the forgery and had 
now no further interest in the matter the 
case was dropped, and so far as the Hiber- 
nian Bank was concerned Bates and Clark 
have been free to come and go as they 
pleased. The Chicago Trust and Saviags 
Bank appears to have been waiting for the 
Hibernian Bank to catch Bates ana Clark be- 
fore making charges against the two. 

R. P. Bates is a graduate of Harvard, and 
came to Chisago nearly eighteen years ago. 
He started as a lawyer, and was at one time 
the partner of William E. Mason. During the 
last two years it is said that Bates’ mind has 
become affected. About that time he tan for 
Alderman of the Twelfth Ward, but was never 
seriously considered as a candidate. Those 
who know Bates best say that it is fat more 
probable that he was a tool than a principal. .

Report That the Lick Observatory Astron- 
omer Is to Join the University Faculty.

tronomer of Lick Observatory, the discoverer 

of Jupiter's fifth satellite, who is stopping in 
tne city for a bg ee may 
University.

or comets and has added more than any other 
man to our knowledge of these. wanderers in 
space. He has been given a vacation of six 
months by the Regent of the observatory and 
in that time proposes seeing as much as he 
can of the observatories in the Eastern part 
of the country and in Europe. Prof. Barnard 
has been especially interested in the telescope 
which through Mr. Yerkes’ generosity ‘ Chica- 
go will possess in a short time. 

“There has been a good deal of specula- 
tion, said he, yesterday, as to the degree 
of success in using the instrument in such an 
atmosphere as that of Chicago. It is true that 
atmospheric conditions in this part of the 
country may not be the most favorable to ob- 
servations, but they might be a good deal 
worse. And Ido not know but that the in- 
creased size of the lens will more than com- 
pensate for the lack of transparency in this 
atmosphere. Iam inclined to this view by 
the great success with which Mr. Burnham’s 
observations of the double stars have been 
attended through the Dearborn telescope at 
Evanston, which has only an eighteen-inch 
lens. If the telescope be placed outside of the 
reach of the smoke of the city and the jar of 
heavy travel I do not see but that its greater 
size may compensate for the other disad- 
vantages. Of course perfect steadiness of the 
atmosphere and clear skies are the conditions 
that contribute the greatest degree of success 
with a telescope.” 

Prof. Barnard will attend the meeting of 
the Academy of Sciences in the Atheneum 
Building next Tuesday evening. 


LOCKED UP WITH VICIOUS BULLDOGS. 


Henry Swick Charges Gustav Berner with 
Cruelly Maltreating Him. 

Henry Swick, arag buyer, charges Gustav 
Benner, a meat dealer at No. 3008 Archer ave- 
nue, with having locked him up in a basement 
with two vicious bulldogs. Swick claims that 
Wednesday mornmg while driving along 
Archer avenue Benner came out from his 
meat shop and asked him if he bought rags.

His answer was a low 
growl from the depths of the dark basement, 
and the next moment, he says, two large and 
vicious bulldogs bounded up the stairway and 
pounced upon him. It was so dark that Swick 
could not see the dogs, but he couid feel their 
keen teeth as they lacerated his flesh and tore 
his clothing to shreds. Swick again threw his 
weight against the door, the lock gave way, 
and he rushed out into the room, leaving most 
of his clothing with the dogs. 

He managed to get out of the place to his 
wagon and drove to a doctor’s office. His 
hands were badly lacerated and he had nu- 
merous wounds. 

Swick swore out a warrant for Benner’s ar- 
rest. When the case was called in Justice 
Wallace’s court a nonsuit was entered and a 
warrant was sworn out before Justice Prindi- 
ville yesterday charging Benner with false im- 
prison ment. 

Morris Frisch, who is acting as Swick’s at- 
torney, says he had a talk with Benner and the 
latter told him the door fastened with a spring 
lock ana that it slammed to and locked with- 
out his knowledge, but he did not say why he 
did not unlock the door when Swick cried to 
be released. Attorney Frisch says he will also 
bring suit against Benner for damages.

MAKE CHANGES IN THEIR CONSTITUTIONS 


Joint Committees of Carpenters’ Associa- 
tions Adopt Uniform Agreements. 

Important changes m the constitutions of 
the Carpenters’ and Builders’ Association and 
the United Carpenters’ Council were adopted 
last night in accordance with an agteement 
of the Joint Committee on Arbitration. The 
main changes are: 


That the Joint Committee on Arbitration shall

Thirty deaths from starvation occurred in Lon- 
don during 1891. For the most part*théy were of 
persons between 40 and 65 years of age; there 
were several infants. and one woman of 78.

PRESIDENT-ELECT CLEVELAND'S CAB- 
INET. 


The President-elect has completed his Cab- 
inet. He has chosen for Secretary of tho 
Navy Gongressmaa Herbert of Alabama. 
This is an excellent selection. Mr. Herbert 
has been for many years a member of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs and has served 
as its Chairman. He ia thoroughly familiar 
with all that has been done to build up the 
new navy and was in hearty sympathy there- 
with. He will do all that is in his power to 
increase the naval strength of the United 
States. Mr. Richard Olney of Massachusetts, 
who is to be Attorney-General, has been in 
politics so little that his name is an unfamil- 
iar one. As he is one of the leadizi¢g metabers 
of the Massachusetts bar there is no reason 
to doubt his ability to perform satisfactorily 
the duties of his office.

GETTING GOLD FOR “COIN” BONDS? 

The object of Senator Sherman’s bond 
measure, which forms part of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill, is understood to be to ena- 
ble the ‘Secretary of the Treasury to redeem 
‘in gold the notes of the United States in or- 
der that the platform pledges of both the 
great parties shall be carried out—namely: to 

maintain all the currency of this country at 
the standard of the best. The bonds ‘to be 
igsued under this bill, if it become a law, will 
provide that they are payable, principal and 
interest, in coin, which means in gold or sil- 
ver at the pleasure of the United States Gov- 
ernment. It should seem that the purchasers 
of the bonds will have the same option of pay- 
ing for them in coin—namely: in silver or 
gold dollars. 
At least itis open to question if this bill 
would replenish with gold the coffers of the 
government and s fully defend them 
against drafts for by Europeans and such 
persons in this country as may demand gold 
from the Treasury. 
nut likely to be willing to pay for them in 
gold unless they have a guarantee that the 
bonds shall be redeemed, principal and inter- 
est, in gold, and there might be difficulty in 
inducing domiestic holders of gold to part 
with it in the absence of such guarantee. But 
who can furnish that pledge when the bill re- 
tains the option to the government to pay the 
bonds in silver if it pleases, which a “ free 
silver administration certainly would do? If 
the free silverites were in control they would 
point gleefully to the “coin” provision and 
say silver was good enough for the payment of 
war and resumption indebteduess. They 
would not care to remember that when gold 
bonds were issued and sold between 1861 and 
1878 silver had not declined and was still worth 
a premium on the parity of 16 to 1. They would 
attach no importance to the fact that when 
Sherman sold his 100 millions of 4 per cents 
in 1877 there were no silver dollars. 
Secretary Foster is reported to have said 
in New York that the government has no 
power to issue a bond payable in gold and 
that Congress will not grant such power. 
Now, it is certain that in case gold should go 
to a premium these coin bonds would not sell 
for gold except at a discount, and the Sher- 
man measure provides that the bonds shall 
be sold at not less than par.“ Therefore, in 
case of gold going to a considerable premium 
the bonds would have to be sold for silver or 
not at all. Suppose fifty or a hundred milhons 
ot them were sold for silver dollars. In what 
way would the possession of those silver 
dollars by the government enable it to stand 
a run for gold in payment of its 346 millions 
of greenbacks and its 130 millions of Treas- 
ury notes? 

The weak place in the Sherman measure 
and the weak spot in all the propositions be- 
fore Congress is that none of them make any 
provision for utilizing the redemption power

THE WORLD'S FAIR’S MALIGNANT ENEMY. 

The malignant New York Sun, which hates 
everything connected with the World’s Fair, 
is doing its utmost to induce Eastern firms 
not to make an exhibit and to arouse preju- 
dice against its officials by charging them 
with corrupt practices, It indirectly urges the 
artists, the piano men, the soap men, the 
silversmiths, the stau:ped leather manufactur- 
ers, the electricians, and the merchants of 
New York to withdraw their applications for 
space by wickeflly and falsely charging that 
the amount of space at the Fair allotted to 
each exhibiter is dependent upon the quantity 
of stock that he holds in the Fair corporation. 

From the very outset this malignant news- 
paper has been the bitter enemy of the 
World’s Fair because it was located in Chi- 
cago.

It has sought, by 
making it a party matter, to keep the Na- 
tional Government not only from appropriat- 
ing a dollar but from making any exhibit. It 
has assailed personally every official connected 
with the great scheme and impugned his mo- 
tives. It has attempted systematically to 
dwarf the Fair to the limite of a local exhibi- 
tion. It has assauited furiously every New 
York man who has shown any sympathy with 
the undertaking. It has attempted to frighten 
the public with cock and bull stories about the 
dangers from thugs and thieves -in this city 
and with lymg stories about its unhealthiness 
and the alleged combinations of business-men 
to fleece strangers. It has never had a kindly 
or sympathetic word for the Fair from the 
day that Congress after a fair competition 
fixed its locality in Chicago. It is now en- 
gaged in the dirty business of attempting to 
keep Eastern exhibiters away by the infamous 
charge that the officials of the Fair are en- 
gaged in a blackmailing conspiracy against 
them ! 

What new exhibition of hatred and spleen 
this unspeakable newspaper will manifest be- 
tween now and the opening of the Fair it is 
hard to conjecture. It would appear to have 
exhausted its resources in this direction, In 
any event it has gone far enough to warrant 
the World's Fair officials in ussigning to it 
generous space for its own exhibition asa 
malignant falsifier.

THE STRIKE ON THE BELT LINE. 

The strike of the switchtenders and tower- 

men who work for the Belé line road seems 


men covered not merely an increase in wages, 
but the regulation, in some respects, of the 
management of the road, in accordance with 
their notions. It was not right on the part of 
the men to insist on an immediate reply to 
their requests, and it was discourteous and 


get that immediate reply: Of course they had 
a perfect right to ask for more wages if they 
saw fit,and to make any suggestions they 
chose about how the road should be run; but, 
in making the requests they did, they should 
have acted as if the officers of the road were 
at least their equals, and not their in- 
feriors. 

Though their strike is not an extensive one, 
it has, in the short time that it has lasted, put 
to serious inconvenience a great many thou- 
sand people, residents of the suburbs, who 
found it hard yesterday and the day bofore to 
get to and from their work. They have some 
rights, but the strikers have been unminaful 
of that fact. 

And, since those who suffer the most by 
these labor disputes are those who are in no 
way responsible for them, the railroad should 
have some regard for their comfort, and 
should try to settle this matter as speedily as 
possible for their sake. Its officers should 
not stand on their dignity too much. If there 
are any concessions which they would have 
mado if the men had not gone out in such an 
unjustifiable way let them state to the men 
now what those concessions are. If they 
choose to accept them the men may go back 
to work. If they do not they will put them- 
selves still more in the wrong. 

If this strike is not settled speedily there 
may be an accident on the line which will 
cost a great many people their lives. If 
through great care that does not happen, still 
al) those who travel over the road, which fur- 
nishes terminal facilities to a large number of 
lines, will be put to intolerable inconvenience. 
Furthermore, the strike fever is a catching 
one, and if this one is not ended u may 
spread. Therefore, if the Belt line officers 
can settle this matter, even at the sacrifice of 
a little dignity, they ought to do so. They 
owe much to the peopie. 


SMOKE NUISANCE PEOPLE CONSPIRING. 

There are numerous indications that an ear- 
nest effort is to be made to cripple the work 
of the Smioke Prevention Society in the inter- 
est of smoke producers. Certain individuals 
are trying to get up an organization to fight 
the society and the ordinances. The resolu- 
tious introduced at a labor meeting the other 
day sympathizing with the authors of the 
smoke nuisance were not got up by working- 
men, but were prepared by the same individ- 
uals who are seeking to stir up in other quar- 
ters hostility to the enforcement of the smoke- 
prevention ordinances. 

It is clear, after a little investigation, that 
the persons who are active in this agitation 
are men who have been fined because they 
have violated the laws and who feel intensely 
bitter over it. They cannot get rid of the no- 
tion that they have a vested right to pollute 
the atmosphere, and they resent a demand 
that they shall spend a little money or take a 
little pains in order to promote the cleanli- 
ness of the city.

THE DONATION CANNOT BE RETURNED, 

It is vain to hope for the least little conces- 
sion from the Sunday-closers.. They will in- 
sist that the Fair be shut up tight on Sundays 
and they have the votes to back them. It is 
scandalous that such should be the case, but 
that is the situation, Anxious, as all right- 
minded people are, that the Exposition should 
be open Sunday in a quiet way, so that those 
who want to go may do 80, a city paper rec- 
ommends that the directors return the Con- 
gressional gift and thus free themselves from 
the shockingly unjust condition which was at- 
tached to it. The paper says: 

Why should not the Directors of the 8 
Exposition cali the shareholders together at the 
annual mesting upon announc t that action 
would be taken specifically upon the question of 
Sanday closing and return to the government its 
donation? If money must be. had totake the 
place the stock will be willing perhaps to 
stand the assessment, If, as can be the case, the 
Fair can be ¢arried on without the government’s 
money, then let the shareholders express them- 
selves in no uncertain tones to the directory as to 
its duty in the premises. 

It is difficult tosee how such action can be 
taken. Congress did not give the Fair $2,500,- 
000 but. five million souvenir half dollars. 
Some of them have been coined, delivered, 
and passed along to the hands of third par- 
ties. They have been sold to those parties for 
twice their face value. Most if not all the 
other coins have been sold in advance. Is it 
desirable that the directors should break the 
profitable ¢ontracts they have madd for the 
delivery of those souvenir coins? If the do- 
nation is to be refused the directors must not 
only refuse to receive any more coins, but 
they must return those already delivered. No 
one can expect that after this refusal the offi- 
cers of thé government will go on handing 
over souvenir coins which the directors will 
sell for a dollar apiece, keeping half a dollar 
and handing back 50 cents to the government. 

The face value 6f this Congressional dona- 
tion is two and a half millions. The actual 
value is five millions. To reject the donation 
is to reject five millions. The directors had 
absolute and urgent need of this sum of 
money, and so they accepted what they would 
otherwise have refused contemptuously. The 
state of affairs is not much better now than 
it was then. It is as impossible now as it was 
then, according to all appearances, to raise 
that five millions by stock subscriptions or in 
any other way. That being the case there 
seems to be no escape from the misfortune of 
a closed Fair on Sundays. It is an outrage on 
the people, especially the workingmen, but 
how can it be avoided now? 


Tun men ‘and women orators at the conven- 
tion of the alleged American Bimetallic 
League are trying to play a confidence game 
on the people. They pretend to want bimetal- 
lism, when the fact is they want silver mono- 
metallism, and are working for that to the ex- 
ten: of their ability. They must and do know 
that the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
on the basis of 3714¢ grains of pure metal to 
the dollar would drive gold out of circulation 
com pletely and leave nothing but silver and 
the paper issued against it. If they really 
wish for bimetallism they would be willing to 
see a dollar’s worth of silver put into each 
dollar and accept the long-since registered 
verdict of the commercial world that silver is 
worth only about 4 per cent as much as an 
equal weight of gold. ‘Théy have accepted the 
verdict of the cdmmercial world that wheat 
and iron are not worth so much as sever 
years ago, for the satisfactory reason that they 
can be produced and transported more cheap- 
ly. And one of the speakers charged that 
gigantic robbery has been perpetrated against 
the toiling’ masses of the country. Is it a 
crime to ingure to those toilers payment in 
dollars which have a purchasing power 50 per 


cent greater than these charlatans want to 


force upon the whole péople? It is false to 
say that thrée-fourths of the value of gold 
comes from its monetary use, but if it were 
true it would not alter the fact that gold is the 
most acceptable money standard for the civil- 
ized world, and that it is idle to expect to get 
rich by the adoption of cheap money which 
will buy far less per unit than the money it 
would displace. 


For some years the collection of the custom.- 
house duties Of Santo Domingo has been in 
the hands of & German syndicate the mem- 
bers of which are the holders of the public 
debt of the country. It has deen stated 
within a few days that the Germans have 
turned over their bonds and their control 
over the customs revenues to an Ameri- 
can syndicate which intends to invest a 
large amount of capital in Santo Domingo. 
This report being telegraphed with some 
amplifications and embellishments from Cuba 
to Spain resulted in the Secretary of the 
Spanish Legaticn calling at the State Depart- 
ment, where he wag informed that the govern- 
ment had no official information on the sub- 
ject, but that there was no ground for any 
intimation that the United States intended to 
interfere with Santo Domingo in any way. 

That is true, The United States does not 
want to intermeddle in the affairs of Santo 
Domingo or Hayti. It has no designs on 
either country. It does not want them. It 
prefers they should remain independent and 
work out their own destiny.

The item of bad debts is 
likely to be a larger one with these stores than 
when a merchant controls the business as be- 
tween himself and customers, and the smaller 
profit charged does not leave much leeway for 
offsets against this kind of poor pay. The co- 
operation of consumers to purchase their sup- 
plies at the lowestipractical prices ha’ been a 
great success in England and France, and the

These reports have reached the ears 
of the Democratic members of the Legis- 
lature. Why do they not hasten then to re- 
deem the pledges of their platform? If they 
have not intelligence enough to handle a sub- 
ject of this importance perhaps their Repub- 
lican associates will give them some assist- 
ance if they will ask for it. If there were a 


thistime it might be the means of saving a 
great deal of trouble between now and May. 
There might have teen one if the Democrats 
had kept the promises they made when they 
asked for power. 


Watt the home rule bill is to be the chief 
measure of the present session of the British 
Parliament it appears that the Laberal Min- 
isters are determined to proceed with other 
measures of reform. Bilis have been present- 
ed already for the improvement of the govern- 
ment of London, for shortening the term of 
Parliament to five years, and to enfdrce the 
principle of one-man-one-vote. Monday 
night Mr. Fowler, President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, introduced a bill regulating 
the registration of electors and removing the 
onerous restriction of the existing law. The 
bill reduces the term of residence required in 
a constituency to three months, repeals the 
provision which requires the payment of rates 
as a condition of the franchise, and otherwise 
greatly facilitates and simplifies registration. 
This bill will be pushed with energy and may 
be the most important law of the present ses- 
sion, in view of the possibility of a new elec- 
tion consequent on the rejection of the home 
rule bill by the House of Lords. With sucha 
system of registration in force and the one- 
man-one-vote principle applied the Liberals 
could appeal to the constituencies with confi- 
dence. The measure is clearly one of prepara- 
tion for the future struggle. 


Tun latest plan of Congressional apportion- 
ment which has been devised by the Demo- 
crats in the Illinois Legislature gives seven 
members to Cook and Lake and fifteen to the 
rest of the State. Of those outside districts on 
the basis of the vote of 1888 ten would be 
Democratic and five Republican. The re- 
spective majorities would be as follows:

The crime was committed between the hours 
of 2 and 8 this morning iu Woodland Ceme- 
tery. The corpse which was raised from ite 
resting, place was that of a man of 55 or 60 
years and had been buried about three days. 
The name of the man was William Case, The 
arrests were made by Night Captain Morgan 
and Officer Buttin of the regular police — 

About 9 o’clock last night a hackman came 
to the police station and said he had been ap- 
proached by some men to go to the cemetery 
with them, but he had declined. This put 
Capt. Morgan on the alert. He called Sergt. 
Buttin, related to him the story, and ordered 
him to prepare for hot work. Without telling 
any of thé other policemen of their inten- 
tions they started out together and were soon 
on the trail of the sepuicher prowl- 
ers, ‘They took all due precautions in 
going to the scene of action and easily cluded 
the sentinels, if there were any, posted in the 
outskirts of the gre yard. They reached the 
cemetery gate about 3 o’clock in the morning, 
and after scouting about for a short ti 
located the hack, which loomed up in the 
darkness at the acuth west corner of the ceme- 
tery. Woodland Cemete is located on 
‘Twenty-first street, and is right in the heart of 
the ence part of the city. 


Hackman First Placed Under Arrest. 


The police officers qui crept toward the 
hack and the unsus driver -had no sus- 
picion of his danger until he heard Capt. Mor- 
gn an say: Don’t say a word if you value your 

fe; you are under arrest. Without a protest 
the driver seated himself inside the hack. 

Officer Brittin mounted the hackman’s se 
and Capt. Morgan concealed himself behin 
the vehicle to await the return of the other 
men. They did not have to wait long for — 
men who were actively at work snatc tching 
body of Case. The sight which they saw, te 
officers confess, filled them with uaspeakable 
horror. They saw two muffled forms walking 
We ig — the frozen ground toward the 
hack, dragging the corpse of an 
old man with a rope around the neck and one 
arm of the body, while following close behind 
were two men, each carrying a big revolver in 
his right hand ready to fight for their prize in 
case of attack. The corpse bounded back and 
forth as it was dragged over the uneven snow 
and ice covered ground, but the two muscular 
men did not mind the body and the two men 
walking behind kept their eyes everywhere 
except on the 1 8 in front of them. As 
they approached hack they little dreamed 
an officer was seated on the driver's box and 
that another one was concealed behind it. 


Ghouls Ordered to Hold Up Their Hands. 


When they were close upon the hack Mor- 
gan jumped out and ordered the men to halt 
at the points of two revolvers, men in 
advance dropped the ropes and the two in the 
rear forgot to use their weapons. The gee 
then disarmed the robbers and. ordered the 
to lift the co into the hack. The body 
was frozen stiff and it took . 
effort and doubling up to get it into the ve- 
hicle, but after the body was inside the five 
— were ordered to get in and keep it com- 


gen came the journey to the police station. 
Morgan told the prisoners he would walk 
behind the hack and that he would shoot dead 
the first man who attempted to escape. But- 
tin guided the horses over the intricate road

followed behind with a gun in either hand, 
ready to carry out his threat to kill any one 
attempting to escape. The distance from the 
cemetery to the headquarters is about a mile 
and a half.

He 
decided the men had better stay in jail until 
morning. The prisoners were taken in and 
an officer stationed te watch the corpse, 
while the Coroner was called upon to take 
care of the body. 

The newg of the arrests spread rapidly, and 
even before daylight a number of curious peo- 
ple had gathered at the police station. 

Every part of the room and the corridors 
were filled with visitors. Prof. Overton and 
Mr. Schaefer added to the sensational feat- 
ures of the body-bnatching, and a number of 
physicians and friends called upon them while 
they were in jail this morning. 

Prisoners Bound Over in 6800 Each. 

The prisoners were arraigned at 9 o’clock.

not guilty,and waived examination, saying 
they would aliow their case to go before the 
grand jury. The attorney asked the leniency 
of the court in fixing the amount of bonds, 
which were finally settled upon at $500 each.

WANTS BETTER STREET CAR SERVICE. 


A Citizen Describes the Inconveniences 
Suffered by World’s Fair Workers. 

Cuicaao, Feb. 21.—[Editor of the Tribune, }—I 
wish to make acomplaint in behalf of the work- 
ingmen at the World’s Fair. I have put in one 
week on the different lines leading to the grounds 
and can only say that the facilities for getting 
there on the street cars are abominable. I first 
tried going on the Cottage Grove avenue line to 
Sixtyrthird street and twice was obliged to walk 
to the. Fair grounds, a distance of one mile. 
1 then took three trips on a Jackson Park 
ear from 8 street, losing from twenty 
minutes to half an hour each time on account of 
the cars being so crowded. It was next to im- 
possible to even get a foothold, as men were ie 
ing on every available space, e morning 
took the trouble to count the passengers and 
found seventy-one people on one car—twenty- 
three seated and twenty-two standink inside, 
eleven on the front platform and fifteen on thé 
rear. 

One morning I rode on the L road to to Sixty- 
first street and was obliged to walk the entire 
distance to the grounds (two miles), the two cars 
which passed me being simply packed. I next 
tried Forty-third street from Indiana avenue 
east, and three mornings was obli to walk to 
Cottage Grove avenue, seeing one car dur- 
ing the time required and that only came in sight 
after I had walked all that distance. 

Under the circumstences I took the trouble to 
talk with many 2 these workingmen, and they 
said it had been ar thing ever since they 
began work, and 15 curses are many and deep 
against the street car company. They say 
that the company deliberately 
robs them of their * by 
nickel for a ride of short distance 
and giving them a 12 which thoy know will 
be of no use, also robs them of needed 
strength by co mpelling them to walk such 
distances and of the time for which they are so 
often docked on account of delays. Several of 
them said to me, If it was the richer class of 

ple instead of us poor fellows, they would have 
Seer d of it long ago.

could render him agsistance, he died. Mr. 
Hatch’s sons, Ruf Jr. and Albert J., 
considering their father in no immedi- 
ate danger for the day, had gone down-town, 
on business.

Hatch’s bedside when 
he died. His eldest daughter, Mrs. Kimball, 
is in California.

Impressive Ceremonies Attend the Inter- 
ment of the Dead Saldier in New Orleans. 


New OnxLzAxNs, La., Feb. 23.—The funeral of 
Gea. P. G. T. Beauregard, which took place 
today, ranked with that of Jefferson Davis for 
magnificence of display and the number of 
the participants. Theidoors of the city hall 
were not closed during the night. The body 
was guarded by a detail of local 
militiamen and the chamber of niourn- 
ing was never without visitors.

the body. When the doors were closed in or- 
der to permit the reljgious ceremonies there 
were still thousands outside of the municipal 
building who were uvable to gain a farewell 
glance at the face of the dead. ‘The floral of- 
ferings were humerous, and outside ot those 
from the veterans’ associations and local 
bodies and individuals there were tributes 
from South Caroling and from Raphael 
Semmes’ Camp, QOCoiſfederate Veterans of 
Mobile. The latter city also sent a delegation 
to attend the funeral, asdid several of the Texas 
cities: The Catholic Church also in a meas. 
ure disregarded the wishes of the dead Gen- 
eral, and Archbishop Jansseus detailed a dozen 
priests, including Vitar-General Bodearts, 
to conduct the services, while Father Gar- 
esche of the Jesuits, who was a Confederate 
Chaplain during the war and who had a broth- 
er in each of the great armies, one being the 
Aide-de-Camp of Gen. Rosecrans, delivered 
abrief but eloquent eulogy upon the dead, 
taking for his theme tre honor, glory, and 
patriotism of the departed. 

The active pallbearers were Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Wright Schaumberg of the staff of Gen. 
E. Kirby Smith: Gen. John Glynn, com- 
mander of the Louisiana Division United 
Confederate Veterans; and Cols.

THEY WORK ONLY TO PREVENT SMOKE. 


President of the Society for the Prevention 
of Smoke Replies to Criticisms, 

The war between the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Smoke and violators of the smoke 
ordinances has now assumed a new phase. A 
number of old offenders have started a move- 
ment to effect an organization to fight the'so- 
ciety. Thecity has been flooded with * 
alleging that the society is conducting unjust 
and unauthorized prosecutions, which prosecu- 
tions the circular further alleges.to be un- 
reasonable interference with business, and, in 
effect, persecution. At a meeting of the 
Trade and Labor Assembly held last Sunday 
a resolution was brought up for discussion 
stating that the society was working in the in- 
terests of the anthracite coal trust and cer- 
tain ineffective smoke consumers, 

Byron Lathrop, the President of the society, 
was seen yesterday in regard to these mat- 
ters. He said: The Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke was formed mainly to convince 
the people of Chicago that it is practicable to 
burn soft coal without making smoke. Dur- 
ing the last year through the labors of the so- 
ciety the majority of steam plants in the busi- 
ness center of the city have been cured, and 
any one can see for himself that in most cases 
littie or no smoke now comes from chimneys 
which formerly sent out great volumes of 
black smoke, although there has been no 
change 1n fuel. No officer of the Society for 
the Prevention of Smoke and no employé is 
interested directly or indirectly in any species 
of fuel or device for the prevention of gmoke. 

This society prosecutes in the name of the 
city those who violate the smoke ordinances. 
The experience of the Health Department in 
prosecuting smoke offenders was that they 
28 escaped a fine by alleging their in- 
ability to find a remedy and the refusal on the 
part of the city offici to suggest any. To 
avoid this obstacle. is cases where notices to 
amoke offenders are disregarded this society 
in many cases submits to the offender the 
statement of an expert as to the practicable 
remedy in his case. The smoke offender is in 
no way compelled to adopt any plan adopted 
by the society, but when brought into court he 
is estopped from alleging that no remedy has 
been suggested to him. |
